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DETAILED ACTION 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 47-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
The present invention is directed to a process and apparatus for storing 

video and text data samples which allows video streams or samples to be 
captured and viewed using file standard formats and associated standard media 
players. 

All independent claims 47-49 recite, or similarly recite, in combination with 
the remaining elements, wherein upon the media file and the associated index 
file being damaged, performing the following specific steps (d) to (g) repeatedly 
until a portion of the media file that does not belong to the media file is 
encountered and replacing the associated index file with the reconstructed index 
file that references at least one portion of the media file. 

The closest prior art, Pan et al (US 6,993,246) shows a similar methods 
for correlating data streams based on a method of indexing; and, Lyle et al (US 
6,470,359), show a substantially fast technique for recovering an index. 
However, Pan et al, and Lyle et al, singularly or in combination, still fail to 
anticipate or render the above cited limitations obvious.
